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A YP officer training school was located in a 
building near the Am Gesundbrunnen resort instal- 
lations in Bad Fretenvalde (N 53/V 28), The current 
instruction course was attended by 300 officers 
and was to last until 15 lay 1950. 

The school was commanded by Foligeirat Schinter., 
Deputy was Polizeirat Gliginsky, Both are rormer 
German officers and graduates of training courses 
in the Soviet Union. 

Two Soviet officers wearing major's insignia had 
supervisory duties at the school, * 


Six 100-man VP units moved into other spa hotels _ 
on Am Gesundbrunnen on 17 April 1950. Lhey were 
armed with carbines, pistols and one machirie gun 
per unit.
